7-11 24-Hour Proposal 
Elicits Mixed Reactions 


A June 17 Board of Zon- 
ing Adjustment hearing on 
extending the 7-11’s hours 
has been postponed to Sep- 
tember 23. The Foggy Bot- 
tom/West End ANC and the 
7-11 both requested a post- 
ponement. 

Estelle Goldman, on be- 
half of the 7-11, has asked 
that (1) its special exception 
to operate in a residentially- 
zoned district be continued; 
and (2) that it be allowed to 
stay open 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

The Foggy Bottom Asso- 
ciation has filed a letter of op- 
position based on the “obvi- 
ous negative effects,” and the 
small chance that it will “be 
frequented in the wee hours 
of the morning by residents.” 
FBA President Ron Cocome 
also predicted that it would 
be “a destination for many 
[GWU] students as they wrap 


up an evening’s activities... 
as well as for people who live 
outside of the community.” 
Nearby residents would be 
subject to noisy pedestrians, 
vehicular noise, and possible 
truck deliveries even if they 
are prohibited. 

The FBA’s opinion was 
echoed by resident Mel 
Maeda, who wrote that it 
“doesn’t take a rocket scien- 
tist to realize that later hours 
of operation will cause the lo- 
cation to become more of a 
gathering place for late-night 
student partiers, and the dis- 
turbances will become un- 
bearable for residents there.” 

The GW Hatchet stated 
editorially that the university 
has failed to provide late- 
night food options for its stu- 
dents who “do not live on the 
typical D.C. timetable.” The 
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FBA and ANC Oppose 
Added UPD Power 


Both the Foggy Bottom 
Association and ANC-2A 
have notified the D.C. Coun- 
cil of their objection to pro- 
posed legislation granting 
greater powers to campus po- 
lice departments, a move sup- 
ported by George Washington 
University. Other universities 
in the city do not support the 
proposal at this time. Accord- 
ing to Tammy Lewis of the 
Judiciary Commmittee staff, 
no action is anticipated until 
the Council returns in the fall. 

Title X of the bill would 
allow “cooperative agree- 
ments” between the Metro- 
politan Police Department 


and GW’s University Police 
Department and extend the 
UPD’s ability to police public 
areas such as the streets 
within the campus. At present 
their jurisdiction is limited to 
university property, and D.C. 
police must be called if pub- 
lic property is involved. 

The FBA commented that 
the bill, if passed, would re- 
place “MPD with a private 
sector force beholden to a pri- 
vate sector employer,’ and 
asked that Title X be stricken 
from the bill. The ANC’s res- 
olution cited the section al-

BZA Hears 22nd 
& M Project 


On Tuesday, June 10. the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment 
held a hearing on the pro- 
posed building project at 
22nd & M Streets, N.W. De- 
veloper Anthony Lanier plans 
a luxury condominium build- 
ing adjacent to an Exxon gas 
station, and across 22nd 
Street from the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel he built some years 
ago. 

At the hearing the devel- 
oper requested three vari- 
ances, a major one being ad- 
ditional building height. 
Asking for 110 feet rather 
than 90 feet, the developer’s 
architect explained that the 
first floor of the building 
would have to be raised to 23 
feet to accommodate a can- 
opy over the gas station, and 
to satisfy fire safety regula- 
tions. Plans call for the can- 
opy to be landscaped to 
camouflage the roof of the 
station. The convenience 
store at the station would be 
placed inside the new build- 
ing, and they are seeking a 
restaurant for the corner of 
New Hampshire Avenue and 
M Street.

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Kreuzer To GW: 
Stop Building Above 


My House 


FB resident Don Kreuzer 
learned for the first time at a 
court hearing on June 13 that 
a GW survey in 2001 sug- 
gested that the north wall of 
one of his houses, built in 
1879, lies entirely over his 
property line on the side 
where GW is building its 
“Superdorm.” GW did not 
disclose the findings to him 
or to ANC or zoning officials, 
and is now erecting parts of 
its new building cantilevered 
over his. He is seeking an in- 
junction to stop the university 
from encroaching on the area 
above his house. The first 
hearing was held in D.C. Su- 
perior Court on June 13; an- 
other is planned for June 30. 
The case will be heard in 
Courtroom 49 at 515 Sth 
Street, N.W., at 9:30 a.m. 

Kreuzer’s memorandum 
states that plans for the dorm 
were presented to the Com- 
mission on Fine Arts in Au- 


gust 2001, and “did not show 
the Cantilever Design feature. 
... Nor did these plans show 
that the Party Wall and Addi- 
tion Wall encroached on 
GW’s Lot 6. In fact, these 
plans do not even show the 
Property Line. Counsel and 
the architect for GW assured 
the CFA that the superdorm 
did not encroach on Dr. 
Kreuzer’s property.” 

The lead architect on the 
project, Barry Goldfarb, was 
called by Dr. Kreuzer. Ques- 
tions asked of him centered 
on whether the cantilevered 
portion was ever communi- 
cated to authorities. Dr. Kreuzer 
also called highly-regarded 
architect Outerbridge Horsey 
as an expert witness. Mr. 
Horsey testified that an expe- 
rienced architect would have 
been aware that the property 
line issue would have raised a

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Resident Asks GW to Stop Patrols 


In a letter addressed to the 
President of “GWU Inc.” (aka 
GWU), a resident is demand- 
ing for a second time that 
Stephen Trachtenberg stop the 
patrolling of neighborhood 
streets by GW security guards. 

Mel Maeda concedes 
GW’s right to patrol areas 
where it owns property, but 
their constant presence in the 
2500 block of I Street (where 
he lives), the 900 block of 26th 
Street, Queen Anne’s Lane 
and Hughes Mews is unac- 
ceptable. The guards are also 
often seen in the 800 and 900 
blocks of 25th Street, and most 
of the time with no students 


in the vans being escorted. 
He related that when asked 
the guards acknowledge that 
they are “patrolling the neigh- 
borhood,” despite the fact that 
they “do not have any legal 
right to ‘patrol’ our neighbor- 
hood much less police it (god 
forbid), not even for non- 
GWU Inc.-owned property in 
which your students live.” 
Maeda said he is consid- 
ering legal action and organ- 
izing a citizen’s watch to con- 
front what he considers another 
unwelcome intrusion into the 
neighborhood, the latest in “de- 
cades of devastation [GW] has 
wrought on this community.”

Kreuzer, from page l 
legal question to be addressed 
by GW’s counsel. Mr. Gold- 
farb, GW’s outside architect, 
did testify that he brought the 
wall issue to the attention of 
GW’s in-house architects and 
counsel. Dr. Kreuzer was not 
approached by GW about the 
issue because GW thought 
him to be “upcooperative.” 
The hearing adjourned 
before Dr. Kreuzer’s attorney, 
J. Michael Hannon, was able 
to call them to the witness 
stand. They do plan to call 
Attorney Jerry Moore, Jr., 
who represented GW in the 
zoning case; Michelle Honey, 
GW’s Director, Architecture, 
Engineering and Construc- 
tion; and Charles Barber, Se- 
nior Counsel. 


GW Says It Was 
Not Obligated 


The university's memo- 
randum claims that they had 
no obligation to inform 
Kreuzer of the survey’s find- 
ings, and states: “None of the 
plaintiff’s rights are being vi- 
olated” because “the Plaintiff 
does not own the Party Wall 
(or the land underneath 
ere i 

GW’s memo also claims

that if an injunction is issued, 
the so-called “Superdorm” 
cannot be completed by Au- 
gust 2004 and “the more than 
700 students which are to oc- 
cupy the dormitory . . . would 
have to be relocated .. . or 
would have no housing for 
the fall semester.” 

An additional problem 
faced by Dr. Kreuzer is dam- 
age to that house caused by the 
dorm’s construction. Despite 
assurances to the contrary, se- 
vere water and other damage 
to the house, which is a rental 
property, has not been attended 
to, making it unrentable. 

Kreuzer indicated his dis- 
may at GW’s actions toward 
him, and wondered out loud if 
removing the less than 12- 
inch overhang would really 
bring down the whole project. 
In the context of that huge 
structure, it might seem logi- 
cal they could manage with- 
out that portion of the build- 
ing. Mr. Goldfarb testified 
that it might take three weks 
to redesign the dormitory to 
change the cantilever. Mr. 
Horsey testified it would only 
take one week. GW’s attorney 
at the hearing stated that GW 
would not change the design 
or discontinue construction 
while the lawsuit continues.

did the ANC heartily support 
a project. But, she said, not 
only was it to be a residential 
building bringing longterm 
residents to the area, but the 
developer had committed to 
an, 80% owner-occupied 
building. 

Because of several items 
the members of the BZA 
wish to have filed, a vote will 
probably be taken at its 
next meeting July 1. They 
also decided to vote sepa- 
rately on each variance 
request. 


Watergate Hotel 
Case Heard 
by ZC 


The first of several hear- 
ings about the future of the 
Watergate Hotel was held by 
the Zoning Commission in 
mid-June. The new owners of 
the hotel are seeking to 
amend the original Planned 
Unit Development to trans- 
form it into condominiums. 
However, residents of Water- 
gate East (which has an own- 
ership interest in the hotel) 
want the building to be a co- 
operative apartment in order 
to exercise more control over 


purchasers, fearing that it 
might be taken over by GWU 
students. 

Also, the Executive 
Board of the Foggy Bottom 
Association filed a letter op- 
posing the modification “until 
accommodation as to the 
specific nature of the pro- 
posed development is reached 
with the other Watergate 
complex buildings. .. .” The 
FBA president added that the 
six Watergate buildings “must 
work together to. . . ensure 
the general well-being of res- 
idents, tenants and owners.” 
The Zoning Commission, de- 
spite several questions, 
agreed to set down the appli- 
cation for a hearing. 
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lowing the UPD to patrol any 
public street adjacent to GW 
property, which would include 
E Street from 19th to 22nd, the 
2300 and 2600 blocks of Vir- 
ginia Avenue, the 900 block of 
24th Street, the 2400 block of 
Pennsylvania Avenue and the 
1100 block of New Hamp- 
shire Avenue. Mel Maeda, a 
resident of Eye Steet, N.W., 
wrote the Council that “Dis- 
trict citizens deserve the full, 
undiluted protection of the 
MPD for which they pay,” and 
asked why should a resident, 
“not involved in any way with 
the GWU enterprise, be sub- 
jected to law enforcement by 
its security guards?”

Marsden Hartley 
at Phillips 


Without a doubt, the 
Marsden Hartley retrospective 
at the Phillips Collection is 
the most stimulating exhibit 
in many a year on the Wash- 
ington scene. As in Van 
Gogh’s work, this artist man- 
ages to fill his paintings with 
overwhelming personal emo- 
tions that flow out of his 
totemic and iconic type paint- 
ings. The world should sorely 
regret that he had to destroy 
over a hundred of his works at 
one point because he couldn’t 
afford the storage, similar to 
relatives of Warhol’s in Slova- 
kia who used his early works 
for wrapping garbage and 
covering just-washed floors. 
But the 90 paintings and other 
works in this traveling exhibi- 
tion are outstanding by this 
American modernist. He led a 
troubled life and was politi- 
cally ostracized since he ad- 
mired and painted his German 
experience previous to the 
first World War. For a while, 
he was taken in by sympa- 
thetic providers—other fa- 
mous artists who recognized 
his genius. At times, his work 
was derivative of these artists 
but more fully developed with 
sparkling colorations. This is 
definitely a show not to be 
missed and joyful enough for 
the younger audience as well. 
A special catalogue from the 
Wadsworth Atheneum Mu- 
seum of Art in Hartford, Con- 
necticut is available as coffee 
table gifts.
